Among the many strong characters 


which were developed by the hard life 
of the earlier pioneer days Joeiah 
Hunt, now a forgotten hero. Is well 
worthy of remembrance. 


During the war of 1812 he was a 


resident of Greene county, O.. living 
not far from the county seat at Xenia. 
He Is described as having been a man 
of'stout physique, heavy-set and very 
well formed. 
Even in his declining 


years he was hardy and well able to 
endure great hardship. His physical 
strength was not marvelous above 
that of most men, but his powers of 
endurance were above the average. 


While living in Greene county h*» 


was a professing Christian, being a 
devout member of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. 
Ho was noted among 


his neighbors as being a man of truth, 
very frank and candid, and extremely 
modest. 
It was not often that he 


could be prevailed upon to narrate 
any of the thrilling experiences which 
he had had during his more active 
frontier life, but when he did get start- 
ed he could tell some stories which 
were worth listening to, for he had 
been a noted scout, soldier and hunter 
In the days of the old Indian wars 
His manner of telling these adven- 
tures was proof of their accuracy, so 
highly was Hunt esteemed among hii 
associates. 


One of hiB earliest experiences was 


as a soldier in Mad Anthony Wayne'e. 
American legion, which marched from 
Pittsburg in 1793. and the following 
year, at Fallen Timbers, forever-crush- 
ed the resisting power of the western 
tribes to the oncoming flood of white 
settlement At that battle Hunt had 
an adventure which was sufficiently 
startling. 
Just In the beginning of 


the fight he was in rapid motion seek- 
ing a way of advancing to a better 
snd more effective position, when he 
came squarely up against a fallen 
tree. Leaping over it he was flred at 
point blank by a red warrior who lay 
hidden behind it 
The bullet for- 


tunately missed its mark, but It out 
through a lock of hair on bin temple 
and caused his ear to ring and buzz 
fearfully for a long time. 
To keep 


from being leaped upon the Indian 
started to run like a deer, zigzaggln? 
back and forth, as Hunt said, lik«j the 
worm of a fence. He was nntted iftpm 
the waist up and had a r«?/;( fittipa 
painted up and down the mldvdlej of 
his back 
Hunt marked him dofl'j&jfor 


a victim and, aiming at the middle of 
the stripe, finally caught on to his 
motions and shot him dead. 


It is related of Hunt that he was 


one of the most ollioont woodsmen 
and hunters in Wayne's army 
Dur- 


Inp the winter of 1793, while the army 
lay in quarters at the place named by 
Wayne. Greenville, Hunt was given 
special employment as a provider of 
game for the troopers. In considern- 
tlon of this service he was excused 
from all routine d-ity nrd was allowed 
to come and go as he pleased 
It was 


the custom that winter among the hos- 
tile Indians to lie In wait in the tops 
of tiees near the fort and take noticr- 
of anyone who might pass out. Then 
to trail alter them and kill and scalp 
them was not a hard matter 


This unfortunate Indian habit mafln 


It hard for Hunt to got ,,ut from th* 
fort into the woods by daylight, so k 
*as his custom to slip out quietly In 
the early part of the nieht and stav 
nearby till morning 
Then he felt 


snfe. for onco in the forest as he said, 
he had as good a chance as the other 
fellows 
His method of keeping from 


freezing while sitting out those coH 
winter nights was very Interesting 
He would difj a hole in the ground 
about as big as the crown of a hat, 
using for an Implement hi* tomahawk 
In the bottom of this he would make 
a pmall bit of fire with flint, steel and 
t'nder. 
On this he would lay what 


•was in that day called "rlth"—thicH 
bark from a dead white oak tree. This 
would hold heat a very long time when 
I-roperly smothered. 
Laying In this 


hark in alternated layers of strips he 
would cover the hole with earth", lear- 
Ing two small 
air-holes. 
Then 
he 


would sit down on the ground with 
this "coal pit." nK he called It, be- 
tween hiH ICRR and would wrap hh 
blankets about him. 


Thus he would sit through the long, 


cold nisrht, occasionally blowing up 
Tils little furnace bv 
applying his 


mouth fo one of the Mr-holo8. 
He 


never allowed himself to lie down, but 
dozed fitfully as best h<- could till the 
gray dawn began to appear, when n« 
would carefully «;ei up and set out for 
bi§ dangerous day's labor 
in th« 


woods. H« was v«*rr virceasfu! as a 
knnter, and during that winter b« 
**<!• a considtrable sum of mon«f 1« 
addition to h!« pay M a soldier. 


Because of the ronitant danger of • 


fo« appearing in th<» forest It wa« at- 
way« hit custom to skin a deer wltfc 
1U back to the tr«« and hi* rJflt J** 
at his aid*. He ncrer shot »t f»w* 
without hartat a bvi)l«t in fcli m««t)t
